RUNAWAY TRADE BOOM 


Secretary Asks Business Men 
to Help Safeguard Coun- 
try’s Economic Progress.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Sec- 
retary of Commerce Roper asked 
business and industry today to study 
and act to prevent a possible run- 
away business boom. : 


Saying industrial production is 
more than 20 per cent ahead of a 
year ago and business “at least 15 
per cent better,” Roper asserted: 
“We must not let our optimism 
cloud vision. and obscure danger 
signals. More than a year ago I 
began sounding cautions against 
unguarded business booms. I now 
appeal to business groups to as- 
sume their proper responsibilities 
for safeguarding and protecting our 
future economic progress.” 

He said he hoped business would 
take the initiative and that confer- 
ences could be held with as little 
“Federal interference” as possible.

Losses Up to $12 on $1000—

NEW YORK, March 17.—U. 8. 
Government bonds continued in a 
broad*decline.in New York Stock 
Exchange trading today with losses 
of as much as $11.80 on $1000 face 
value recorded. Buying support in 
the afternoon, however, resulted in 
substantial recovery of losses. Vol- 
ume was more moderate than late 
yesterday when a similar drop car- 
ried many issues to new low prices. 

The greatest decline today was in 
the Treasury 2% per cent issue of 
1948-51, off $12 on $1000 face val- 
ue at one time. The $100 bonds of 
this issue sold at $101.4, Treasury 4 
per cents of 1944-54 dropped $8.48 a 


$1000, $100 units selling at $111.10,, 
and the 3% per cents of 1943-47 an 
8% per cents of 1941 each lost dne 


$6.17, The $100 bonds of former 
sold at $106.3 and the latter at 
$105.28. The 2% per cents of 1949- 
53 sold early at $99.20. The 2%s 
later recovered $5.90 of the loss per 
$1000 face value. 

Various causes have been sug- 
gested in speculative circles for the 
decline, which set in last week and 
carried with it many high grade 
corporate loans. Traders said much 
of it was due to liquidation by in- 
terior banks bolstering their posi- 
tion for the required increase in re- 
serve requirements May 1. 

Large buyers have also been de- 
scribed as reluctant to enter the 
market now, with many of them 
convinced higher yields are due on 
long term issues as well as on short 
term funds.

Unsecured Notes From Siegal. 

Pressed almost daily for delivery 
of the bonds, the petition recited, 
Siegal at length told his secretary 
he could pay her 8 per cent on the 
proceeds of the bonds, profiting 
himself from commissions charged 
borrowers. To this, the mother and 
daughter agreed, taking Siegal’s un- 
secured note for $15,000 and accept- 
ing his explanation that he would 
hold the balance of the bonds “in 
trust” for them, insisting that they 
say nothing to anyone about his 
possession of their money.

DETROIT, March 17.—More than 
5000 sit-down strikers held their 
positions in eight Chrysler Corpora- 
tion plants today despite a court 
injunction which ordered them to 
evacuate by 9 a. m. Strikers had 
been in possession of the plants 
since March 8, 

Thousands of strike sympathiz- 
ers who engaged in noisy demon- 
strations at the plants today began 
to disperse this afternoon when it 
became evident no immediate at- 
tempt to enforce the court order 
would be made. 

Police estimated 10,000 were 
massed around the Dodge Brothers 
plant in Hamtramck at the peak 
of the demonstration. As many 
gathered at the Chrysler plant on 
Jefferson avenue. There were 
smaller crowds at the six other oc- 
cupied plants. Bands played and 
pickets sang and shouted encour- 
agement to men inside the plants. 

At the Dodge plant, hundreds of 
the sit-down strikers ascended to 
the roof of the one-story paymas- 
ter’s office. There, beneath a bright 
sun and with a huge American flag 
and a blue banner of the United 
Automobile Workers of America 
floating them, they flourished 
N other improvised 
weapons.

Mrs. Nelson, the Government's 
first material witness after a series 
of routine witnesses, was testifying 
against four woman election offi- 
cials at the twenty-sixth precinct 
of the Twelfth Ward and against 
George Neeper, the Pendergast lead- 
er in that precinct, and Frank 
Ditsch Jr., captain for the “rabbit” 
faction of Congressman Joseph B. 
Shannon. 

After telling in detail what went 
on at the polls, including the as- 
sertion that Neeper and Ditsch car- 
ried the ballot box to the basement 


of the barber shop polling place in 
the middle of the afternoon, she 


told of pressure applied to her to 
keep mum after the investigation 
began. 
“All More or Less Guilty.” 

After her indictment, she said, 
Neeper told her bond would be sup- 
plied and warned her that: “If any- 
one talked they would be taken 
care of by the State. He said, we 
are all more or less guilty, and 
said it would be rather bad to go to 
the State penitentiary with the rep- 
utation of having squealed on the 
organization.”

hadn't talked to Federal investi- 
gators and for her not to do so as

Mrs. Marjorie Bell Hoeflin tes- 
tified today at the third day of 
the contested divorce suit of Wil- 
liam E. Hoeflin, an engineer. for 
Union Electric Co., before Judge 
David J. Murphy in Court of Do- 
mestic Relations.

While living at the Coronado Ho- 
tel after they returned from their 
honeymoon, she testified, her hus- 
band gave her only $7 a week 
spending money. “I had to keep 
an account of this,” she said, “and 
he would look it over before giving 
me any more.” 

The witness denied their married 
relations were “cold and indiffer- 
ent,” as her husband had testified, 
and she said she always encouraged 
him in his Junior Chamber of 
Commerce work. 

Hoeflin had testified that he had 
wept on their honeymoon because 
his wife was cold toward him, but 
this Mrs. Hoeflin denied. “The only 
time I saw him cry,” she said, “was 
in Chicago prior to our engage- 
ment, when he wanted me to mar- 
ry him immediately, and I refused.” 


Denies His 

Specific denial was made by Mrs. 
Hoeflin of the allegations in her 
husband's petition, to which he tes- 
tified in support, She said she had 
never told him he acted common 
in talking to girl hotel employes, as 
he testified. He told her, she said, 
at the Coronado Hotel that:he had 
been a bachelor so long he had the 
habit of talking to girl employes of 
hotels, but knew it wasn’t “‘the 
thing to do,’” and he was going to 
stop it.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 17. 
—Charges.that San Francisco po- 
lice were collecting $1,000,000 an- 
nually in graft, $324,000 of it from 
disorderly houses, appeared yester- 
day in the final report of Inves- 
tigator Edwin M. Atherton, who 
spent $60,000 and more than a year 
in his inquiry. 

The investigator, a former Jus- 
tice Department agent, said the un- 
enforcibility of laws against prosti- 
tution, gambling and other vices ac- 
counted for the graft He 
recommended licensing which he 
said would not increase gambling or 
prostitution and would reduce graft 
tribute by $120,000 a year. 

Principals named by Atherton as 
involved in the alleged graft denied 
his charges and bitterly assailed 
him. 

Superior Judge George Steiger, 
before whom the report was filed 
and who made it public, recom- 
mended action by the grand jury 
if that body deemed it expedient. 

Atherton said he found about 135 
“old established” disorderly houses 
in San Francisco; that to opén a 
new one the operator first had to 
pay police $500 to $750, and then 
$250 monthly. 

The investigator asserted there 
were 150 places in the city where 
bookmakers took bets on dog and 
horse races, and that they paid po- 
licemen about $15,000 monthly for 
“protection.” 

The graft investigation had its in- 
ception nearly two years ago when 
John V. Lewis, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue, told a luncheon club 
that income tax investigation of 
certain police department members 
indicated they had become wealthy 
through payoffs. 

The investigation led to the res- 
ignation or dismissal of several of- 
ficers. One or more of them ad- 
mitted possessing fortunes of $200,- 
000, but denied their wealth was ob- 
tained through grafting,

The Governor’s mediation propo- 
gals, made in a statement read to 
the conference as it opened, took 
two forms: 

1. “By co-operative action be- 
tween organized employer and la- 
bor groups ... to establish commit- 
tees to deal with grievances.” 

2. Establishment in each county 
or community ... of special medi- 
ation boards or committees.” 

Two Subcommittees Named. 

As the conference recessed this 
afternoon, Murphy announced he 
had appointed two subcommittees, 
one to act on conciliation plans and 
the other to “study a minimum 
wage law and any other legislation 
which seems necessary.” He said 
the first committee, to be headed 
by Fr. Frederick Siedenburg, execu- 
tive dean of the University of De- 
troit, would begin a “study of con- 
eiliation and establishment of ade- 
quate agencies to make possible 
eonciliation between labor and em- 
ployer where such difficulties may 
arise.” We 
The second committee, headed by 
John Reid, secretary of the Michi- 
gan Federation of Labor, was dele- 
gated to “study proposed legicla- 
tion” and “study an act of labor re- 
lations which will be proposed.” 

Appeal to Reason and Justice. 

“We have means to enforce re- 
spect for public authority and we 
propose to use them with proper 
vigor if need be,” Murphy said. 
He expressed belief that “with 
the experience of N R A to 
guide us,” the employer-labor co- 
operative tribunals he proposed 
could be formed “with reasonable 
dispatch.” He said while he had 
“sought to avoid the use of force, 
there is obviously a limit to this 
policy, if orderly government, as 
we know it here, is to go on.” 

Saying there has been “fault on 
both sides” in many labor contro- 
versies, Murphy declared “the re- 
fusal of backward employers to 
recognize properly the right to col- 
lective bargaining has contributed 
in good measure to the present un- 
fortunate situation.” 

Homer Martin, president of the 
United Automobile Workers of 
America, notified Gov. Murphy to- 
day that neither he nor Richard 
Frankensteen, organizational direc- 
tor, would meet with the committee. 
In a telegram to Murphy, Martin 
said that while the union did not 
doubt the sincerity of those pro- 
posing to set up a “law and order 
board,” the union organization was 
“of the opinion that such a board 
will not serve to eradicate the evils 
of job insecurity and low wages.” 

Martin’s Telegram. 

Martin's telegram said: 

“We feel that it is necessary to 
make clear the fact that there can- 
not be a solution to the problem of 
the present wave of sit-down strikes 
as long as employers continue to 
refuse to fulfill their obligation to 
society by holding to obsolete meth-

Sit-downs are a 
symptom of a deeper condition and 
not the cause. 

“We ask that those who are inter- 
ested in law and order use their en- 
ergies most effectively by helping 
labor to get rid of the evils at the 
root of strikes. Workers are not 
deeply moved by the tearful appeals 
of millionaire employers for protec- 
tion of their property against sit- 
downs when they remember how 
these same employers have black- 
listed them, have paid stool pig- 
eons to spy on them, have paid 
thugs to terrorize and beat -them 
and have exploited them to the 
limit of endurance for years.”

Shinkle, whcse automobile killed 

city employe and seriously in- 
‘ured another in’ a Lindell boule- 
vard collision Feb. 25, was charged 
with manslaughter and felonious 
wounding in warrants issued by the 
Circuit Attorney's office imme- 
diately after the grand jury’s re- 
fusdi to return indictments yes- 
terday when the evidence was sub- 
mitted to the jury for the second 
time. 

In discussing his determination 
to withdraw from the grand jury 
Wallace, although restricted by his 
oath of secrecy concerning occur- 
rences in the grand jury room, 
made it clear that a majority of 
the present jury found their ef- 
forts blocked by a few members. 
The present grand jury, membecs 
of which were selected by Judge 
Joynt, Was three more weeks tg 
eerve and will be succeeded April 
5 by one chosen by Circuit Judge 
Frank C. O'Malley. 

Reported Division of Jury. 

At the Municipai Courts Building 
it was reported four grand jurors 
have shown little interest in the 
evidence presented by the Circuit 
Attorney and have taken no past 
in discussion of several cases in 
which the grand jury refused to 
return indictments. The votes of 
¢ of the 12 members of the grand 


jury are necessery to return in- 
dictments. Four members, if they 
differ from the view of the major- 
ity, can prevent it from voting in- 
dictments. 

Notable among these have been 
the Shinkle case, and that of Otto 
W. Hammer, an attorney, who has 
been charged in a disbarment suit 
with converting to his own use 
$6374 of the estate of his sister-in- 
law. In both instances the grand 
jury voted no true bills after con- 
sidering the evidence. 

When the Shinkle case was first 
presented to the grand jury last 
week, its vpte was reported to have 
been eight for indictment and three 
against. Wallace was absent from 
that, session, The vote yesterday 
was reported to have been seven 
for indictment and five againgt. 

Foreman Declines to t. 

The foreman of the grand jury, 
Ben Gutman, 3903 Holly Hills ave- 
nue, president of the Gutman Truck 
Service, was asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter H he wished 
to make any explanation of the con- 
tradictory positions in the Shinkle 
matter taken by the grand jury and 
by its legal adviser, Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney James E. McLaugh- 
lin, who ordered the. warrants is- 
sued. The reporter pointed ou* that’ 
McLaughlin and members of the 
grand jury are sworn officers of 
the court. 

“The grand jury has nothing to 
say,” Gutman responded. “It stands 
on its action.” 

Asked if he considered that the 


grand jury had done its duty, Gut- 
man replied, “I refuse to answer.” 

From the tenor of Wallace’s con- 
versation with the reporter, it was 
apparent that he wanted to absolve 
himself and those members of the 
jury who share his views from crit- 
icism which might be directed at 
the grand jury as a body. 

“I want to do my duty,” he said, 
“and I think a majority. of the 
grand jury want to do their duty.

House Resolution to Free Him

_The California Senate yesterday 
yoted down, 34 to 5, an Assembly- 
sponsored resolution to grant a 
legislative pardon to Thomas J. 
Mooney, convicted of murder in the 
1916 San Francisco preparedness 
day bombing. N 

The resolution, challanged as un- 
constitutional in some official quar- 
ters, Was passed, 45 to 28, last week 
in the Assembly, where it was in- 
troduced by Assemblyman P. A. 


Ritchie, San Diego; T. A. Maloney, 
San Francisco, and 15 other As- 
sembly members. 

The Senate ballot was taken with 
two special policemen patroling the 
crowded gallery, which had listened 
in silence to arguments for and 
against the proposal to free the 
prisoner. 

‘Reads List of 10 Killed. 

A few minutes before the debate 
closed, Senator William F. Know- 
land, Oakland, who led the opposi- 
tion, read the roll of the 10 dead 
in the explosion for which Mooney 
and Warren K. Billings were con- 
victed., a 

“This is not a friendless prison- 
er,” he shouted. “He had the bene- 
fit of the ablest counsel to be 
found in the United States. This 
is not a victim of persecution and 
perjury—these things existed only 
as they were built up in a campaign 
of propaganda and misrepresenta- 
tion unequaled in all history.”

You can take all your horse races, 
from Ben Hur to Santa Anita and 
jump them all together, and you 
still won't have anything half so 
fantastic and completely dippy in 
every respect as the race that is 


going to be run here again Friday 


afternoon. 
The Grand National stands 


alone. You can believe practically 
anything you ever heard or read 


about it. There is a widespread 
belief that the man who invented 
it had been reading Alice in Won- 
derland. The facts, however, are 
even more curious. 

The race was originated actually 
by a group of high-spi Liver- 
pool publicans (broadly, saloonkeep- 
eers) who needed something excit- 
ing to do one afternoon, and so de- 

‘ cided to hold a horse race. Being 
a lively set of men, they naturally 
felt it should be the longest race 

on record, with as many rail fences, 
hedges and creeks tossed in as 
could be conveniently managed. 

They felt, too, that a good horse 
ought to be able to cary a full- 

‘ grown man, like a publican. 

Has Not Changed Much. 

The race hasn’t been changed 
much since then, except that the 
course has been fenced in and mod- 
ified very slightly and the tone of 
the participants and spectators im- 
proved somewhat. The King and 

Queen, for instance, are expected 
to be on hand this Friday. 

As might be expected, nobody 
seems to know exactyl how old the 
race is. This supreme test of 
horseflesh, say some record books, 
had its inception in 1839, but the 
year 1837 is accepted “officially.” 
So Friday’s race might possibly be 
its centenary. 

Perhaps the simplest way of giv- 
ing a graphic general idea of the 
“National” is to point out that sev- 
eral thousand bowler-hatted book- 
makers scattered around the lawns 
and infield are pleased in most 
cases to bet you even money that 
your particular nag doesn’t com- 

. plete the course. 

It’s a Long, Hard Trip. 

Any horse that runs four miles, 
856 yards and carries a heavy rider 
over 30 jumps without something 
coming unsnapped is plain lucky. 

Eight or nine finishers out of a 
field of, say, 50 starters in the 
Grand National is a good, high 
score. 

The prospect of seeing a few 
dozen tumbles, as a matter of fact, 
probably draws many a one of the 
200,000 to 250,000 spectators. There’s 
something about the sight of a 
horse and rider somersaulting over 
a hedge into a pool of cold water 
that gets a person. 

Chances of an American victory 
in the race Friday depend largely 
and Robert Lehman’s Didorie and 

J. B. Snow’s Delachance in the opin- 
ion of the experts who back their 
selections with money. 

Both horses have been backed to 
win by several thousands of dollars 
with the result that Didoric was

for Investments.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 17. 
The Senate Insurance Committee 
after hearing arguments last night 
by counsel for the General Ameri- 


can Life Insurance Co., and experts. 


on investments, approved the bill 
placing greater restrictions on the 
securities ih which life insurance 
companies in Missouri may invest 
their funds. 


The measure has been passed by 
the House. It is expected that it 
will be adopted quickly in the Sen- 
ate, since no opposition has de- 
veloped. 

Under its provisions companies 
which have taken over the assets 
of insolvent life insurance com- 
panies are given a period of years 
in which to work out ties so 
received which do not comply 
strictly with the requirements set 
out in the bill for the investments 
to be made in the future. 

“Written Around” Two Deals. 

John D. McCutcheon, St. Louis 
bond man, who was a consultant in 
the drafting of the ‘measure, told 
the committee the provision on 
adjusting securities acquired from 
insolvent companies was “written 
around” the acquisition by the Gen- 
eral American Co. of the Syndicate 
Trust Building in the assets of 
the old Missouri State Life Co. and 
the acquisition of the Continental 
Life Building among the assets of 
the Continental Life Insurance Co. 
by the Kansas City Life Insurance 
Co 


Powell B. McHaney, trustee in 
the mutualization of the General 
American, explained that, while the 
Syndicate Trust Building may be 
worth $5,000,000, the company 
would be unable to obtain that 
amount in cash for it. Under the 
proposed bill, he said, $3,000,000 
cash and seturities worth $2,000,000 
might be obtained, thfis safeguard- 
ing the investment if the company 
were given time to adjust the 
securities to the law’s restrictions. 

Similarly, McHaney said the Kan- 
sas City company would probably 
be unable to get at a quick sale 
the $3,000,000 at which the Con- 
tinental Life Building is valued, but 
could realize the full amount if 
permithted time to work out satis- 
factorily the securities it would 
have to take as part of the con- 
sideration for the property. 

Explains Object of Bill. 

McHaney and Fred L. English, 
attorney for the General American 
Co., told the committee that the 
principal object of the measure 
was to make it possible for insur- 
ance companies of the State to in-

MADRID, March 17.—Insurgent 
artillery scored direct hits in the 
center of Madrid today in one of 
the heaviest bombardments of the 


evil war. 
The attack was thought to be in 


reprisal for destructive air raids by 
a massed Government fleet behind 
the insurgents’ Guadalajara Prov- 


ince lines, in which the important 
towns of Siguenza and Brihuega 
were virtually demolished. 

The Government declared eight 
tons of bombs were dropped and 
900,000 machine gun bullets Were 
fired into the retreating ranks of 
the disorganized insurgents. Some 
% bi-motored bombers and 60 pur- 
suit planes were reported to have 
been massed into one unit for the 
raids. 

Five insurgent planes were shot 
down and one Government plane 
crashed. Insurgent ground losses 
in the Brihuega area were said to 
have been heavy. 

The returning flyers reported 
Siguenza and Brihuega were only 
wastes. of smoking ruins after the 
terrific bombardment. Trijueque, 
they also reported, has been virtual- 
ly destroyed by insurgent artillery. 

Government flyers in the mass 
raids flew so low over insurgent 
columns they were almost hedge- 
hopping. As they swooped down 
they machine-gunned trucks loaded 
with soldiers and also straggling 
dolumns of infantry. Many of the 
flyers reported seeing the trucks 
burst into flames. 

The first shell in the Madrid 
bombardment crashed into a build- 
ing, causing at least five casualties. 

Extensive activity in the air was 
reported in the south of Spain. 

The Febus (Spanish) News 
Agency reported from Andujar a 
violent insurgent air attack on 
rozoblanco yesterday inflicted 
many casualties and damaged build- 
ings heavily. 

Insurgent aircraft were reported 
to have begun three separate bomb- 
ing attacks against different sec- 
tors of the Granada front. 

From Jaen dispatches said an in- 
surgent attack on Government lines 
had met with little success. Look- 
duts reported seeing numerous 
enemy wounded evacuated by train 
toward Cordoba after a Govern- 
Ment air attack. 

Far to the northeast, five in-

Secretary Anthony Eden acknowl- 
edged in Commons he had received 
reports that an und ned num- 
ber of Italian soldiers had. landed 
at the insurgent port of Cadiz in an 
Italian ship on March 5. 
| The British Government admitted 
the Spanish Government had pro- 
posed to give both Great Britain 
and France concessions in Spanish 
Morocco—now held by insurgents 
-m return for war aid. Informed 
sources said mere consideration of 
such a proposal was “out of the 
question.” 

Earlier, the Spanish Govern- 
ment’s Ambassador protested to 
Eden that two German ships, 
loaded with war materials, were on 
the way to a Spanish insurgent 
port, in violation of the European 
neutrality agreement. 

The Ambassador, Pablo Azcarate 
y Florez, said the vessels, August 
Cords and Consul Cords, were load- 


ed at Bremen, Germany, and now 
were at Antwerp, Belgium. 

Eden agreed to bring the matter 
to the attention of the non-interven- 
tion committee. 

Meanwhile, informed persons said 
the land and sea ‘patrol of Spain 
would be fully effective by next 
Tuesday. 

The 27-nation neutrality commit- 
tee gave to a supervisory board 
yesterday the task of directing the 
blockade of Spain. 


Italian and German committee 
members urged joint discussion of 
the recall of foreign volunteers 
and the shutting off of financial 
aid to warring factions. 


Ivan Maisky, Soviet Ambassador

SAYS GERMAN BASE IS USED 
BY PLANES IN SPANISH WAR 


VALENCIA, Spain, March 17. — 
Two American pilots fighting with 
the Spanish Government forces 
told today of the devastating’. ef- 
fects of the Government bombard- 
ments. 

They were Charles Koch of Bris- 
tol, Pa., and Frank G. Tinker of 
Arkansas, 

Tinker said he estimated de- 
tween 2000 and 3000 Italians were 
killed by Government air raiders in 
an action in which he took part on 
the Guadalajara front Saturday. 

Koch asserted at least 10 large 
Junkers (German) planes made 
several night raids from a German 
base. He said the German craft 
crossed France, carried out their 
bombings in Spain and returned to 
their base without landing outside 
of Germany. | 

Koch said trips of German 
bombers from Germany and back 
could be accomplished in 10 to 12 
hours. 

(No confirmation of these state- 
ments was available and neither 
flyer gave any indication how the 
information was obtained.) 

Tinker said that after they had 
bombed insurgent troop concentra- 
tions on Saturday, 12 Government 
airplanes faced a fleet of Fiats 
(italian airplanes) and downed 
three. He said he became lost 
from his comrades at the end of 
the operation and landed in Va- 
lencia instead of at his regular 
base. 


COURT RULES T V A MAY SELL 
ELECTRICITY IN GEORGIA 


Appellate Bench Sets Aside Order 
of Lower Tribunal So Far as 
State Is Concerned. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 17.—The 
United States Fifth Circuit Court 
of Appeals today gave the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority a free hand to 
sell electricity in Georgia. It voided 
an order of the Eastern Tennessee 
District Court insofar as Georgia 
was concerned. 

The case was brought by the 
Georgia Power Co., operating elec- 
tric lines in Catoosa County, Ga., 
from the Northern Georgia District 
Court. 

The Georgia Power Co. first in- 
stituted suit in Georgia, where its 
petition was denied, and later 
joined 18 other power companies 
in a suit in the Eastern Tennessee 
District Court. ; 

The Tennessee Court restrained 
the TVA from additional opera- 
tions in all or part of Kentucky, 
Virginia, Tennessee, North Caro- 
lina, West Virginia, Mississippi, 
Alabama and Georgia. The TVA 
appeal is set for hearing in Cin- 
cinnati, April 16.

Fritz Kuhn Accused of Violating 
State Laws On Organiza- 
tions.

NEW YORK, March 17.—Fritz 
Kuhn of Detroit, national leader 
of the Amerika-Deutscher Volks- 
bund, known as the American 
Nazis, was summoned yesterday to 
appear in a New York magistrate's 
court March 29 to answer charges 
of violating the State penal laws. 

Major Julius Hochfelder, a United 
States Reserve officer who is coun- 
sel for the German-American 
League for Culture, an anti-Nazi 
organization, tained the sum- 
mons after charging Kuhn’s organ- 
ization with an “alien mili- 
tary body” engaged in intimidat- 
ing citizens and collecting money 
for Hitler.”

Major Hochfelder’s complaint was 
based on a State law which he 
asserts Kuhn violated by failing to 
file with the New York County 
Clerk .a corporate certificate for 
his organization.

killed an d300 injured. ' 
One million laborers were ordered 
to quit work in the morning, but to 
resume their jobs in the afternoon. 

On the threat on his Govern- 
ment’s resignation, Socialist Premi- 
er Leon Blum was reported today 
to have obtained an agreement from 
Communist leaders to give him a 
free hand to settle the situation re- 
sulting from last night’s rioting. 

A member of Blum’s Cabinet, who 
asked that his name not be used, 
said the Premier told the Commun- 
ist leaders, Maurice Thorez and 
Jacques Duclos, that he would quit 
unless he were assured of harmony 
in the ranks of the People’s Front 
in dealing with the consequences of 
the Clichy fighting. 

The Communist leaders, it was 
understood, agreed provisionally to 
waive their own demands and ex- 
tend Blum freedom in dealing with 
the situation. 

Question of Another Bloc. 

There was still the question of 
what the comparatively moderate 
Radical Socialists, also a powerful 
Popular Front bloc, would do. There 
was danger that at least some of 
the Radical Socialists, blaming the 
Communists for the Clichy trouble, 
would desert the Premier's major- 
ity. 

Blum issued a statement repudi- 
ating a communique which was is- 
sued by Thorez and Duclos to de- 
scribe their meeting with the 
Premier. The Communist com- 
munique said the two leaders had 
insisted that the police be “cleaned 
out” and that Rightest organiza- 
tions such as the one whose meet- 
ing caused the trouble last night— 
the French Social party—be dis- 
banded. 

This action by the Premier, in 
which he said the Communist com- 
munique was correct “neither in 
matter nor form,” was taken to in- 
dicate Socialist-Communist discord.

Ode to Grapes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RAPES in an Illinois vineyard of 

Civil War planting are still bearing 
bountiful annual crops. That happy re- 
port in your issue of last week should 
stimulate the vernal urge and dispel trep- 
idation of another drouth. 

What a glorious fruit, the grape. In 
{ts almost unbelievable range of varieties, 
it stands alone among all fruits. Pliny, 
writing in the time of Christ, described 
91 kinds of grapes and 50 kinds of wine; 
today we have thousands of widely varied 
sorts, each with an appeal to the palate 
all its very own. Any amateur gardener 
could easily spend a profitable lifetime 
testing grape varieties, since each year 
gees several new and worthy introduc- 
tions offered for trial. 

In hardiness, adaptability, longevity 
and ease of propagation, the grape also 
has no equal. Other fruits and berries are 
devastated by drouth and severe cold, 
but the stanch grape is undaunted. 

It was in the Civil War period that 
Missourians first tested grapes for the 
commercial possibilities of the Concord 
and other varieties. The response pre- 
cipitated not a gold rush, but a grape 
rush. The horticultural writings of the 
decade preceding 1866 record a $10,000 
profit from one-third of an acre of grapes 
over a period of five years, Rootlets of 
the Virginia seedling variety sold for $1 
each and the price of wine soared to $6 
a gallon. 

While those days are but a pleasant 
memory, the grapes that made the fa- 
mous Hermann wine have been handed 
down to us. Varieties such as Missouri 
Riesling and Elvira are still worthy of 
planting in combination with newer sorts 
of a distinct dessert quality. 

Spring is here. In the words of an old 
English herbalist, graft, set, plant in 
every corner of your ground; the labor is 

small, the cost is nothing, the commodity 
is great; yourselves shall have plenty, the 
poor shall have somewhat in time of 
want and God shall reward your good 
merits and diligence,

Richmond Pearson Hobson’s career, ended yester- 
day by a heart attack, was marked throughout by 
anticlimax. His exploit, with a crew of seven vol- 
unteers, in sinking the collier Merrimac in Santiago 
Harbor under enemy fire, was one of the most heroic 
events of the Spanish-American War. But, because 
the ship was not sunk squarely across the channel, 
the Spanish fleet steamed away, to be sunk later 
by American warships. For his achievement, Hob- 
son received tumultuous national acclaim and roused 
enthusiasm not rivaled until Lindbergh arrived on 
the scene, but he did not receive the Congressional 
Medal of Honor until 35 years. later, in 1933.

Mr. Jackson rested his argument 
an the thesis that the Constitution 
places upon Congress and the Prési- 
dent the “responsibility” for main- 
taining the judiciary. They appoint 
and confirm the Judges. Only the 
House can accuse a Judge and only 
the Senate can try a Judge. But for 
the money appropriated by Congress 
with the approval of the President, 
the Judges would not have court- 
houses, or chairs to sit on, or paper 
on which to write their opinions. 
Congress and the executive provide 
the means for carrying out judicial

Mr. Jackson, since Con- 
could refuse to appoint any 
judges or pay them salaries or give 
them courthouses, it is responsible 
for the judiciary. Then, by what is 
pably the longest standing broad 
jump in the history of constitutional 
debate, Mr. Jackson advised the 
Senators that, since they are respon- 
able for maintaining the Judges, the 
Judges are responsible to the Senia- 

tors for the verdicts they reach. 


By such reasoning many interest- 
ing constitutional novelties could be 
initiated. For Congress also appro- 
priates the money, to pay the Presi- 
dent his salary and. to keep him in 
the White House. Without congres- 
sional appropriations, the whole ex- 


| ecutive branch of the Government 


would be unable to operate. 

Moreover, since Congress. may re- 
move the. President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, and may then declare who 
shal] succeed them, it follows that 
Mr. Jackson’s interpretation of the 
Constitution makes the executive 
responsible to Congress. Thus there 
are no three co-ordinate branches 
of the Federal Government. The su- 
preme power is in Congress, and the 
executive and the judiciary are its 
creatures, kept Hy it and responsible 
to it. 

I cannot believe that Mr. Jackson 
really thinks that because the Con- 
stitution makes Congress responsi- 
ble for maintaining a judiciary, it 
meant to make the judiciary respe 
sible to Congress, When the e 
of the Constitution said hat 
shall “hold their offices dufing good 
behavior,” they surely did mot mean 
that a President and @ ‘congres- 
sional majority might decide that 
Judges who hold what they regard 
as a wrong view of the commerce 
clause are not on their good be- 
havior. ‘ a

Then, later on in his statement, 
Mr. Jackson took up the trouble 
some problem of close decisions by 
a divided court, 

“Even government victories by 
5-to- decisions are unsatisfactory,” 
he said. “A state of the law which 
depends upon the continuance of a 
single life, or upon the assumption 
that no Justice will change his 
mind, is not a satisfactory basis 
on which the Government may enter 
into new fields for the exercise of 
its power.” 

Believing this, Mr. Jackson has 
espoused a remedy for close deci- 
sions which would mean that the 
NRA was unconstitutional, not by 
§to 0, but by 9 to 6; which would 
mean that the A A A was constitu- 
tional by 9 to 6; which would have 
upheld the Government in the gold 
case, 11 to 4. Is it not evident that 
what he wants to obviate is not 
close decisions but decisions with 
which he does not agree?

But I should suppose that the 
way to resolve such reasonable 
doubts was to submit the question 
to the people for a clarifying deci- 
sion. That is what Mr. Roosevelt 
thought last June, and it is only 
since Mr. Farley made his speech 
that it has become disloyal for 
Democrats: to believe what all Dem- 
ocrats believed up to Feb. 5. 


But the most revealing remark 
was made by Mr. Jackson in re- 
sponse to a question. He was asked 
whether a conservatiye President 
might not fepack the court later 
on. To this Mr. Jackson replied 
that “if te conservatives have a 
President and a Congress, they 
have all they need, because their 
policy is to maintain the status 
quo. It is a do-nothing policy, and 
the Court cannot veto a do-nothing 
They just don’t pass 


When I read that, I said to my- 
self that the cause of liberalism in 
America is in dangerously innocent 
hands. Mr. Jackson, in his naivete, 
actually thinks that a conservative 
or reactionary administration which 
followed the New Deal would be 
led by another Calvin Coolidge. 

The conservatives “just don't 
pass laws.” Indeed. Did Mr. Jack- 
son ever hear of the Espionage Act, 
the an#ti-syndicalist laws, the teach- 
er’s oath, the | ‘of the Soc- 
lalists from the New York Legisla- 
ture? Has he ever heard of laws 
passed in other lands by very con- 
servative administrations abolish- 
ing trade unions, conscripting labor, 
censoring the press, prohibiting as- 
semblies, outlawing political par- 
ties? The conservatives do not 
pass laws! When they are aroused, 
they can pass more laws than Mr. 
Jackson could shake a stick at. 


But I see by the New Republic, 
which thinks as Mr. Jackson does 
on this question, that “the idea 
that a rude and ruthless movement 
could be held in check by nine 
elderly gentlemen in black robes is 
absurd.” It is absurd, but that is 
not so absurd as to think that if 
liberals habituate the people to the 
idea that their “mandate” must be 
carried out rudely and futhiessly 
—and now—then still ruder and 
more ruthless movements will be 
encouraged to carry out their man- 
dates ever more rudely and ruth- 
lessly. 

And then Mr. Jackson and those 
who think this is liberalism will 
soon find that they have been hoist 
by their own petard. 3

$190,000,000 IN 
NEXT TWO YEARS 


Estimate of Appropriations 
Chairman $58,000,000 

More Than Expenses for 
Previous Biennium. 


HOW TO GET MONEY 
STILL UNDECIDED 


Hidden Taxes, in Form of 
Fees and Special Reve- 
nue, Will Produce $100,- 


On the basis of estimates today by 
Chairman John D. Taylor of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
expenditures for the operation of 
the State Government for the pres- 
ent biennium will approach $190,- 
000,000, the highest by many mil- 
lions of any fiscal period in the 
history of the State. | 

Only by the most arbitrary and 


drastic denial of official recom- 
mendations in the State budget and 
of the demands of powerful semi- 
official lobbies can the appropria- 
tions be cut much under that 
amount, Taylor said. That the 
Legislature would support such an 
action by the committee is con- 
sidered doubtful. 

Expenditures of $190,000,000 would 
be $80,000,000 more than was eéx- 
pended in a biennium 10 years ago 
and $58,000,000 more than was ap- 
propriated only two years ago. 

The detailed figures on which 
Taylor reached his estimate of 
totals disclosed the tremendous ex- 
pansion in State activities within 
even a brief two-year period and 
the rapidly increasing State ap- 
propriations necessary to keep up 
with them. 

Materials Cost More. 

m™ While expenditures for the public 
school sytem, for old age pensions 
and for relief will be the largest 
single items of increase, large ex- 
penditures are in prospect in vir- 
tually every department of the 
State Government. This is oc- 
casioned to some extent by the 
higher cost of nearly everything 
purchased by the State and by the 
restoration of salaries to their pre- 
depression status. 

The public school fund will be 
about $10,000,000 larger than in the 
last biennium; old age pension ex- 
penditures will increase more than 
$16,000,000, and relief expenditures 
more than $4,000,000. An antici-’ 
pated allotment of $900,000 for ad- 
ministering the old age pension act, 
a new State office building to cost 
approximately $850,000, and added 
amounts for the State educational 
and ellemosynary institutions, with 
more here and more there through- 
out all the State Government, 
quickly brings a total close to 
Taylor's estimate. 


Of the total expenditure, more 
than $91,000,000 will be charged 
against the general revenue fund, 
derived chiefly from the sales tax 
and other direct taxes. It will be 
divided into about $26,500,000 for 
the public school system and $65,- 
000,000 for the routine operation 
of the State Government exclusive 
of those departments which are 
maintained from special sources of 
revenue or fees which are earned 
by them. Appropriations for these 
departments are estmated at about 
$100,000,000. 

Just where the money is coming 
from to meet this gigantic outlay is 
a problem not yet solved. Even 
by increasing the sales tax from 1 
to 2 per cent, the highest estimate 
of the general revenue fund re- 
ceipts which has yet been made by 
any State fiscal authority is $82,- 
$19,156, or nearly $9,000,000 less 
than the expenditures which Chair- 
man Taylor anticipates will be 
authorized unless there are drastic 
cuts in departmental demands. 


Surplus Virtually Wiped Out. 

Even the $82,819,156 estimate has 
been shown to be beyond the actual 
amount which will be available. 
In this there was figured a general 
revenue balance of $2,319,156 from 
Gov. Park’s administration at the 
beginning of the year. This bal- 
ance has been virtually wiped out 
by unpaid bills from that adminis- 
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tor other purposes not included in 
the budget were met. 

Even if the Appropriations Com- 
mittee holds down the amount 
recomm 
is a strong possibility 
that the House and Senate will 
over-ride it under the pressure of 
powerful lobbies. 

Fight for Fund for Teachers. 
No expenditure had been anti- 
cipated for teachers’ pensions, but 
a pension bill prepared by the Mis- 
souri State Teachers’ Association 
has been introduced, calling for an 
expenditure of about $900,000 in the 
two-year period. It has the backing 
of the teachers’ lobby, conceded to 
be the most group which 
attempts to influence legislation. 
It has not only the two or three 
lobbyists who appear in Jeffer- 
son City directing the fight, but 
also about 25,000 school teachers 
throughout the State and several 
thousand school directors. 

So influential was this lobby that 
it had merely to announce that it 
was opposed to a reduction of the 
public school allotment from one- 
third to one-fourth of the general 
revenue than the suggested reduc- 
tion was abandoned almost with- 
out an objection from a member of 
the Legislature. The Appropria- 
tions Committee introduced the 
one-third bill, the House perfected 
it, and it is now well on the way 
to final passage. 

If Taylor is unable to keep ap- 
propriations within the anticipated 
revenues, the job will devolve on 
the Governor to cut the bills. Under 
the Constitution, he may reduce or 
veto any item in an appropriation 
bill. 

There is one important limitation 
on this power, however. The Gov- 
ernor is prohibited by the Consti- 
tution from reducing any ap- 
propriation for “free public school 
purposes.” Thus he cannot limit 
the allotment for public schools to 
one-fourth of the revenue. 
$100,000,000 of Hidden Taxes. 
There is no concern in the Ap- 
propriations Committee about the 
$100,000,000 which will be paid from 
fees and from special sources of 
revenue collected for special serv- 
ices performed, such as the gaso- 
line tax and automobile license fees, 
both of which go to the Highway 
Department to retire bonds, pay 
interest and construct and main- 
tain roads. 

It is not customary to think of 
these fees, many of which are in- 
spection fees for specific purposes, 
as taxes, yet they are hidden taxes. 
The taxpayer does not realize he 
is paying them, as they are a part 
of the overhead of business which 
goes into ‘the cost of whatever is 
purchased, 

But the best that can be figured 
is that the Missouri State Govern- 
ment, comparatively, will cost only 
a few millions less than 3200, 000,000 
this biennium, and, if the past can 
be taken as an indication of the 
future, the $200,000,000 mark will be 
passed by the next Legislature.

Offered to Pay for Gas. 


Thereupon, LaFollette poin 
out that most of the gas—$15, 
worth—was purchased in 1936.

As my expert friend pointed out, 
North's two no trump bid was a 
monkey wrench thrown into the ma- 
chinery. When North opened the 
bidding, South, with four and one- 
half honor tricks, tentatively set up 
a slam as the goal, but, at the same 
time, decided that he would not 
push the bidding that far unless he 
could determine beyond doubt that 
North held a five-card suit. His 

own hand, despite its honor 
strength, was too broken up to risk 
a 12-trick contract unless he could 
look to one suit for a substantial 
number of tricks. The two heart 
bid, therefore, was more or less of 
an exploratory bid, South’s greatest 
hope being that North would rebid 
the clubs. West's double (a bad 
one, by the way) threw North com- 
pletely off stride. Why this should 
have been so is hard to say, but the 
fact remains that North’s reaction 
to the double was typical of a less- 
than-expert player. North had not 
only one but two good bids avail- 
able. Far would have been 
a simple , but the second choice 
of three clubs would have done no 
harm. 

* * * 

N A situation of this type, where 

the responder’s jump bid is dou- 

bled, a pass by the opener implies 
acceptance only in a limited sense. 
Thus two hearts in North’s hand 
were sufficient. The only excuse 
for a rescue would have been a void 
or a singleton heart. The no trump 
rescue flattened South's slam as- 
pirations as abruptly as though 
North had reached over and torn 
up one of his aces. North now was 
to be the declarer, whether in clubs 
or no trump, and it was quite ob- 
vious to South that the commanded 
heart lead through his own king- 
jack would be fatal. North might 
have every missing honor in the 
deck outside of hearts, but with the 
ace-queen virtually marked over the 
king-jack, two tricks probably would 
be lost at the start. 

Obviously had North done either 
of two things that were logical the 
partnership would have been in 
great shape. If North had passed 
South would have been delighted to 
abandon his slam aspirations in 
favor of a much surer and prob- 
ably just as profitable redouble. 
This, of course, would have been 
the correct bid. South would have 
worried little about West’s trump 
holding since the side suit honors in 
the North-South hands would be 
bound to produce six or seven 
tricks. As a matter of fact South 
could have made ten tricks on his 
contract for eight. West could not 
have taken more than three trump 
This would have come to 
240 points below the line and 800 
above, not counting the rubber 
bonus. Or, if North had made the 
second best bid of three clubs, South 
would have climbed to a six no 
trump contract with himself as de- 
clarer, thus insuring that no open- 
ing lead could be ruinous.

Little house which. the girls take 
joyous possession of evenings and holi- 
days, during business hours functions 
as offices and board meeting place 
for the Girl Scout organization of St. 
Louis and county. Miss Ruth Adele 
Sampson, general director and a staff of 
nine preside at desks and five field cap- 
tains work out of here. Office equip- 
ment is modern and businesslike enough, 
but pervading the old whitewashed brick 
cottage is a quaintness and homeliness 
expressing certain principles instilled in 
Girl Scouts, and all about are tokens 
significant of the many activities en- 
couraged among girls.

Also displayed at Little House are old 
group photographs of Scouts who have 
gone before and their activities, mostly 
outdoors since “outdoor wisdom and self- 
reliance are fundamentals of Scouting,” 
and specimens of all kinds of handcrafts 
of the girls. Then there look down from 
the walls photographs of women in 
snappy tailored uniforms, notable locally 
and nationally as patronesses and 
sponsors of the Girl Scout movement. 
Mrs. Louis Burlingham of St. Louis is 
pointed to proudly as a national vice- 
president whose special charge is handi- 
capped Scouts. Mrs. Hoover is familiar 
as one of the leading spirits in Scoutdom 
and the late Juliette or “Daisy” Gordon 
Low, the founder about whose pictures- 
que personality many stories are being 
retold just now and in whose memory 
the silver anniversary national conven- 
tion will be held this year at Atlanta, 
her old home. 


N MANxr communities where Girl 

Scouts are well organized general 

headquarters are known as “The Little 
House,” but scarcely ever is one so suited 
to its name and purposes as Little House 
in St. Louis. Voluminous informations 
about scouting activities in recreational 
and leisure time training fields is to be 
obtained here, especially now when the 
twenty-fifth anniversary is being cele- 
brated all over the land with public at- 
tention being called to the growth and 
ideals of Scouting. In the whole country 
there is a total active membership of 
more than 400,000. Last year 15,000 new 


joying a purely playtime program gives 
no idea of the magnitude and diversity of 
Girl Scout activity immediately around 
us. You have to multiply this troop by 
166 tenderfoot, first and second class 
Scouts, aged 10 to 18 and 45 Brownie 
packs, 7 to 10-year-olds, comprising in all 
more than 5000 girls in city and county. 
At least once a week each troop is busily 
engaged at some school, church or other 
meeting place training for proficiency 
badges in any craft, sport or skill they 
happen, singly or in groups, to be going 
in for. Add to this all the holiday hiking 
and camping expeditions and vacation 
seasons spent at established camps. And 
you have to get into the spirit of Scouting 
to appreciate the ethical standards ab- 
sorbed meanwhile through allegiance to 
the promise and laws of honor, loyalty, 
helpfulness, friendliness, courtesy, obedi- 
ence, cheerfulness, thrift, cleanliness, to 
which Scouts are committed through 
their vows and oaths. 

The 221 groups require as supervisors 


451 trained leaders and numerous cap-- 


tains and lieutenants recruited among 
older Girl Scouts. Scout leaders are all 
volunteers who serve without pay and to 
be accredited must take eight-week gen- 
eral camping and trailing courses and, to 
progress, add specialized training. They 
must give certain periods every week to 
the service besides week-ends and vaca- 
tions and must, it would seem, be drawn 
from among women of ample leisure. 
But here was Miss Watts, a regularly em- 
ployed school teacher finding time for the 
service. “This is my recreation,” she 
said. “I do it for the fun of it and enjoy 
it hugely.” 

Committeewomen numbering 121, spon- 
soring and promoting Girl Scout activi- 
ties and projects frequently take a hand 
in training troops themselves. Many are 
mistresses of fine homes where they give 
demonstrations and tests in the arts of 
home making, social graces, behavior, 
ettiquette, as they entertain Scout groups 
at parties. Besides, 100 or so examiners, 
professional men and women, volunteer 
their services giving tests in first aid, 
nursing, handcrafts, electricity, signaling, 
office work, journalism, citizenship, 
dancing, acting, music, athletics, 
swimming, life saving, gardening, dress- 
making, automobile driving and me- 
chanics, sailing, anything an ambitious 
girl takes it into her head to learn to do. 

Many forces are at work and through 
them there practically isn’t anything a 
Girl Scout is not given an opportunity to 
learn. Projects are increasing all the 
time. The latest is the Mariners division 
in which, though there are not so many 
available water sports this far inland, 
members already are doing all their talk- 
ing in nautical language. Soon you will 
not be able to lose an all round Girl 
Scout in a home, in business or society, 
in the fieids, the wildest woods or even 


Trasatusion 
Of Blood Is 
Very Modern 


alarming after effects. 
The cause of the deaths and the 


was demonstrated by Karl Land- 
steiner, a Vienna acientist, in 1901, 
when he showed that in the blood 
of every normal individual, there 
are substances which may play 
havoc with the bidod of another in- 
dividual. One group of these sub- 
stances (agglutinins) when inject- 
ed into another individual may 
cause his red blood cells to adhere 
in clumps; another group (hemo- 
lysins) may destroy ‘the red blood 
cells of the person transfused. 
Following shortly on the heels of 
this discovery and directly depend- 
ent upon it, scientific medicine dem- 
onstrated that human beings, re- 
gardless of age, sex or race, could 
be divided, by certain laboratory 
tests, into four groups on the basis 
of the quality of their blood. In 
general, this is not. unlike dividing 
all human beings into four groups 
‘based on the quality of the hair 
“blondes, brunettes, redhaired per- 
sons, and gray or white haired in- 
dividuals) with the difference that 
when hair is the basis of group- 
ing, the test used is color,-where- 
as, when blood is the basis, the 
test is the presence or absence of 
substances that may cause serious 
hazard in case the blood is used 
for transfusion. This is cited mere- 
ly as an analogy and not because 
there is the remotest relationship 
between hair grouping and blood 
grouping. All persons found to be 
in Group 1, have the same quality 
of blood and therefore it is per- 
fectly safe to use anyone of them 
as a donor to furnish blood with 
which to transfuse any other indi- 
vidual in this same group. The 
same thing holds true for Groups 
2,3 and 4. In technical language, 
we say that all the individuals in 
the same group have blood that 
“matches.” 

There are just two other facts 
of importance — the first is that 
any person occupying a place in 
Group 1 may be used as a donor 
of blood to any individual of the 
other three groups, if the emer- 
gency is great or time is pressing, 
because it has been found that the 
blood of the Group 1 individuals 
so rarely causes trouble that mem- 
bers of this group may be consid- 
ered as universal donors. The sec- 
ond point of importance is that 
even after we have assured our- 
selves that the blood of the donor 
matches the blood of the recipient, 
no transfusion should be done un- 
til we have satisfied ourselves, by 
suitable tests, that the donor is in 
good health and free, in particular, 
from transmissable diseases. 

Friday, we shall learn just 
how the blood is withdrawn from 
the donor and then introduced into 
the circulatory system of the pa- 
tient (the recipient).

Broccoli 
One pound broccoli. 
Two quarts boiling water. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One-quarter teaspoon paprika. 
Two tablespoons butter, melted. 
Add broccoli to the water and 


salt. Cover and boil 20 minutes. 
Drain. Add the rest of the ingredi- 
ents. Reheat and serve. 


Broccoli may be steamed by 


either using a regular steamer or 
by placing the vegetable in a col- 
ander or a strainer and arranging 
it about one inch, above the water 
line in a kettle of water. Cover and 
steam 20 minutes. (Broccoli that is 
steamed retains its shape and col- 
or better than when it is boiled.) 

Broccoli blends well with a 
creamy cheese sauce and broiled 
bacon. Serve plain or in casserole 
style.
